Supreme Court of Canada today 
unenimously decided that gold and 
silver occurring in lands that were 


part of the original grant to the 
Hudson Bay Company belong to the 
crown. 

The case went beck to the day of 
Charles II. who granted a charter to 
Prince Rupert and his company of 
gentiemen adventurers, giving them 
empire over a vast territory about 
Hudson's Bay. | 

Organized as tbe Hudson's Bay 
Company, they were given the right 
to govern as “absolute lords and 
proprietors.” They were invested 
with the sole rights of trade and, in 
the wording of the charter, “all 
royal, as well discovered as not dis- 
covered, of gold, silver, gems and 
precious stones, to be found or dis- 
covered within the territories, limits 
and places dloresaid.”

The Supe 
rior Court is fifteen months behind in its 
calendar and falling farther behind every 
day. The Second District Court of Appeal 
is. approximately four years behind with 
1500 castes awaiting decision. Experts es- 
timhte that seventeen additional judges 
would be required to maintain the calen- 
dar of the Superior Court under existing 
conditions without an increase in county 
population. 

Kemper Campbell, president of the Los 
Angeles County Bar Association, says: 
“The average citizen's disrespect for our 
courts is largely caused by the delay in 
handling Los Angeles business, which is 


attributable to increase in population and 


active business conditions. Unless a great 
many additional judges are appointed con- 
ditions will become worse and worse. The 
present situation is a disgrace to Call- 
fornia.” | 

The Los Angeles County Superior Court 
transacts more business per judge than any 
other Superior Court in Califcrnia. With 
44 per cent of the State's assessed non- 
operative property and 42 per cent of the 


total population the county courts transact 


49 per cent of the total judicial business of 
the State through the offices of only 22 
per cent of the judges employed.
